Crash Survivor 
ls Critical 


BAKERSFIELD, (/) Mrs. 
Andy De Freitas, 24, of Burbank 
is in critical condition in a hospi- 
tal here today after lying five days 
in the snow-coated wreckage of a 
plane in which her three com- 
panions died. 

Suffering from fractures of her 
pelvis, both legs, her jaw and an 
arm, and from hunger and ex- 
posure, she was brought from the 
snowy slopes of Bear mountain, 
where the plane crashed Saturday 
enroute from Burbank to nearby 
Taft. 

A rescue party that reached the 
scene yesterday found her hus- 
band, Mrs. Eve Williams and the 
pilot, Robert Gloe, dead.. Members. 
expressed the opinion that Mrs. 
De Freitas was thrown on top of 
the others or that her safety belt 
was fastened at the time of the 
accident. 

Rescuers included Dr. Robert 
H. Dykes of Taft, who with his 
wife was rescued from a crashed 
plane in Utah a year ago last No- 
vember by a party that included 
Gloe, then engineer for the Wyo- 


ming highway department and 
an expert skier. 

Dr. Dykes, near’ exhaustion 
from his efforts to reach the 


wrecked plane, said he had expec- 
ted to find everyone in it dead but 
hoped some might be alive. 


The plane was buried in deep 
snow, much of which had fallen 
since Saturday. Dr. Dykes said 
the first thing the rescuers no- 
ticed was a movement of Mrs. De 
Freitas’ hand. 

“Don't mind me; look after the 
»thers,”’ she told them. 


She was carried some two miles 
on a stretcher and brought here in 
an ambulance after a snow plow 
opened the road. Bodies of the 
dead were taken to Tehachapi, 
preliminary to reresye here.

A player can elect to run baek 
a punt from scrimmage if the 
ball is caught in the end zone. 
This used to be an automatic 
touchback and the ball was plac- 
ed in play on the 20-yard line. 

Still Touchback 

If a punt receiver gets nailed in 
the end zone, bacx of the goal line 
it still goes as a touchback and 
the ball goes to the 20-yard line. 
If he is tackled on the one yard 
line, that’s where it goes into play. 

Passing behind the goal was en- 
couraged. A new rule says if a 
legal forward pass is incomplete 
in the offensive team's end zone, it 
is to be ruled an incompleted pass 
instead of a safety, as the old 
college rule stipulated. 

An intercepted pass,
